Three goalies who have come 
under the Culina scrutiny are Tony 
Giannasca (pictured left), Peter 
Gunning (below) and Clint 
Gosling. 

All three have been imactive due 
to different reasons; Gianmasca is 
currently biding his time in the 
West Adelaide Youth team after 
breaking a collarbone last year; 
Gunning was the victim of the 
player revolt at Parramatta last 
season; and Gosling is sitting out 
the season after Newcastle 
Breakers went bust just weeks 
before the big kick off. 

Of the three Giannasca is 
undoubtedly the most talented and 
many pundits predicted a big 
future for the former Australian 
Universities star after his transfer 
from Canberra Deakin. But Raul 
Blanco is known to be amongst his 
admirers too and he may prefer to 
keep him in Adelaide. 

Both Gosling and Gunning are 
available and both are known to be 
keen on amove to United. As 
recently ago as last season both 
were high in the representative 
lists - Gosling in goal for New 
Zealand and Gunning representing 
New South Wales.
